W! (HIN the covers of this volume Miss 
Roper presents a fitting memorial of 
Constance Georgina Countess Markievicz. 
For many years she was the intimate 
friend of both the Countess herself and of 
her sister, Eva Gore-Booth, the poetess 
and mystic. Her book is a friend’s affec- 
tionate tribute, which is as honourable to 
its compiler-as if 18 generously apprecia- 
tive of the twin spirits whose spiritual and 
political adventurings it chronicles. 

In his preface President de Valera ex- 
presses his feeling that it is “ necessary 
to correct misrepresentation of Madame’s 
character to which opponents of the causes 
she espoused had given some currency 
during her lifetime.” That feeling will be 
shared by more than Mr. de Valera, and 
there will again be agreement with his 
observation that “ a woman in public life 
has a double gauntlet of criticism to run.’”’ 
That fact may be regrettable, but it is ever 
the lot of the pioneer to be misunderstood, 
and, for all its high idealism, the political 
in Ireland is no more free—some-

times, indeed, less free—from calumny 
than it is in other countries. The Presi- 


dent, indeed, 1s not more than just- when | 


he says of Countess Markievicz that “ her 
genuine love for the poor, her kindness to 
children, her readiness to make any 
sacrifice in a cause she considered just, her 
simplicity of heart and ingenuousness of

fairly enough, is summed up the woman 
whom popular opinion called the Rebel 
Countess. 


The Authentic - Voice. 


The greater part of this volume is 
given up to letters writter by the Countess 
to her sister. The letters range over the 
whole period—with some gaps—from 1916, 
when she was sentenced to penal servitude 
for life for her part in the Easter Week 
Rising, until her sister’s death in 1926. 
They were written in Mountjoy in 1916 
and 1920-21, Aylesbury 1916-17, Holloway 
1918-19, Cork 1919, and the North Dublin 
Union Internment Camp 1922, and some 
undated letters were written from time to 
time ‘‘on.the run,” and in 1922 on the 
American tour. All of them are the 
authentic voice of their writer, and they 
have all her candour, her exuberance, her 
spirit. ber impetuosity, her humour, her 
‘sometimes shrewd characterisation, and 
her sometimes rash judgment on people, 
events and tendencies. They are not at 
all a complete collection of Madame’s 
prison letters, but they are enough to 
justify publication as a revelation of their 
writer’s experiences, thinking and time- 
killing in the depressing atmosphere of 
English and Irish prisons. The reader 
will share the editor’s sorrow that the 
letters written bv Miss Gore-Booth were 
destroved by some tragic error. 

Very wisely Miss Roper has devoted 


‘almost half the book to a biographical 


sketch by way of introduction. In this 
she makes no claim to be writing the life 
of the sisters, or of assessing their 
political merits. “Still less.” she adds, 
‘‘ does it pretend to be a history of the 
Rising; for I am not qualified for such a 
task. It happens, though, that I saw 
some of the incidents of this Rising from 
an angle from which no other living 
person saw them.” It were wel] that 
others. who write of such events were so 
modest and so accurate. Miss Roper 
follows the career of her friends from 
their early days in Lissadell. Co. Sligo, 
through voung womanhood in England and 
France, with their interests, the one in 


poetry and humanitarian work among 
women and children, the other in art and 
eventually im social, political and military 
activities. A picture is given of the teem- 
ing activity of Dublin—literary, political 
and artistic--when Count and ‘Countess 
Markieviez settled here at the beginning 


of the century, and made their home ‘‘a 
centre of this Renaissance in Irish fe.” 
In rather more detail is recorded the part 
taken by the Countess from the establish- 
ment of the Fianna in 1909 to the 
Insurrection of 1916 and onwards to the 
war, and her death before Fianna 
Fail had decided to enter Dail Eireann.

This introduction contains also a 
number of the poems written by Eva 
Gore-Booth about the Rising, some letters 
from the late Father Albert, reprints of 
certain articles, a speech made on Dublin 
in 1916 by the poetess, the documents 
relating to Madame’s courtmartial, and

material bearing upon Sir Roger Case 
ment and his trial and execution. There 
are nearly a score of illustrations, mostly 
personal photographs and examples of 
book covers, and other designs made 
during imprisonment. 

The Countess, it will be remembered, 
was found guilty by the Field-General 
Courtmartial in 1916, but the death 
sentence was cominuted to penal servi- 
tude. The documents reveal that the 
Court recommended her to mercy ' solely. 
and only on account of her sex,” and Miss 
Roper bears out Mr. H. W. Nevinson’s 
testimony that it was the influence of the 
then Prime Minister, the late Lord 
Oxford and Asquith, that secured the 
reprieve. This, however, was not the 
purpose of the Premier’s visit to Dublin. 
Miss Roper says that ‘‘the officers 
of the  courts-martial hated their 
task” and that soon afterwards 
the Presiding Officer, Genera) Blackader, 
resigned his commission. In more 
than one place there is evidence of the 
good feeling between British military and 
Irish ‘rebels. Miss Roper recalls, for 
example, from Madame’s own telling, the 
soldier on guard outside her cell in Kil- 
mainham. He waited “' till all was quiet, 
and then unlocked the door and came in. 
He offered her a cigarette, and sat down 
himself to smoke with her. He was most 
kindly and sympathetic, telling her the 
news and answering questions. She never 
forgot this human action, coming as it 
did at a time when she was worn out 
after a week’s violent activity, followed 
by the strain of solitary confinement.”’ 

In a footnote to an article written after 
Easter Week, Miss Roper says: “ It-must 
be clearly stated that Roger Casement 
was not. against the Rising, only, knowing 
what he did, he feared that at the 
moment failure was inevitable. He was 
not able to get reliable information as to 
Irish events and hopes of success, and so 
came, at risk of his life, to warn his 
country people of the situation. 


Connolly and Pearse. 


Some errors of fact and some of opinion 
would need revision, but they are com- 
paratively few. Confrary to what Miss 
Roper says, Sinn Fein, was not “ left out °’ 
of the Lloyd George Convention of 1917, 
but elected to remain out because the 
conditions which it laid down were not 
acceptable to the Government. Pearse did 
not withdraw from the Executive of the 
Trish Volunteers because, as she says, the - 
Executive agreed to Redmond’s demand 
for equal representation, and he continued 
to work on the augmented committee until 
the Volunteers split later on the war 
issue. Claiming, accurately enough, that 
Connolly “ was not a militarist’’ in the 
accepted sense, she says: “ Armed risings 
he- regarded as out of date. But, alas, 
England’s treatment of the Home Rule 
Act and the recruiting in Ireland filled 
him with indignation, and he came to 
think that the moment had come for 
armed rebellion, perhaps Ireland's only 
chance.” This does not correctly repre- 
sent Connolly's attitude. Connolly was, 
indeed. no Blanqguist, but the European 
War presented him with the circum- 
stances and conditions he desired, and 
his mind was made up for insurrec- 
tion from the eve of the British 
declaration. Miss Roper mis-spells Gaelic 
words like Cumann and _  Inghinidhe. 
Once again it must be repeated that the 
original title of the armed organisation 
was the Irish Volunteers, and there were 
no National Volunteers until the Red- 
mondites applied that name to themselves 
after the expulsion of the Redmond 
nominees. Issue, too, might be joined 
with Mr. de Valera when he expresses the 
opinion that Connolly believed that “in 
a free Ireland the workers and the poor 
would get the fair play they had ceased 
to expect in an Ireland exploited in the 
interests of another people.” Connolly i 
was a man of few illusions, and that was 
not one of them. ‘He knew that even 
under a republic he and his class would 
have to’ carry on the struggle for the 
rights and powers he aimed to obtain for 
them. 

These are small faults in a volume 
which is uniformly valuable for the light 
it throws upon one of the most remark- 
able, picturesque, sincere and charming 
Irishwomen of our time. Neither the 
colleagues nor the political opponents of 
‘‘ Madame ’’—as she was known. to ‘her 
friends—have ever ventured to deny the 
engaging qualities of sincerity and vitality 
which were the very essence of her per- 
sonality. She was not a great political 
leader, but she brought to Irish politics 
a colour, a.frankness, a flavour, and more 
than one real idea, all of which combined 
to enrich, if not always to illumine, our 
public life. “tí 


CHANGED FRANCE. | 
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The Heart of France. By Geerge Slocombe.

RANCE has changed. When we land 
at Dieppe or arrive in Paris we miss 
a charm that formerly was in the air. 
Mr. Slocombe moralises on the strange 
transformation.

The real France, no doubt, has 
shrunk into a natural reserve, as has 
happened with the nobler elements of. all 
races; and, perhaps, it will assert. itself 
again when a world-wide reaction against 
the evils of the age begins.

NATURE AND LIFE.

HIS book contains two lectures 
delivered by Professor Whitehead in 
the University of Chicago last year. Its 
purpose is to effect a synthesis between 
Nature, as disclosed by the man of 
science, and Nature from the humanist 
angle. These two views have been growing 
further apart; and at present it is hardly 
too much to say that they are mutually 
exclusive. One reason for the divergence 
is that sense-perception does not dis- 
criminate the fundamental activities of 
Nature; but a more important one lies 
in the fact that science attributes no 
meaning to these activities which it has 
found. The philosophical problem dis- 
cussed here is chiefly concerned with this 
defect of science; Professor Whitehead 
thinks that it can only be removed by 
fusing life with Nature. .The enormous 
wealth of knowledge at his command anál 
the wide fields over which he ranges way 
have deterred some from exploring his 
philosophy. This book confines itself to 
one problem, and its solution is arrived at 
in the broadest terms, so that it may well 


REFUGEES OF THE | 
REVOLUTION. 
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Goodbye Russia: Adventures of H.M. Transport 
Rio Negro, By Captain Evan P. Cameron, R.D.,

HIS is a soberly told, but intensely 
exciting, narrative of high heroism 
and gallant endeavour by British seamen 
in one phase of the downfall of Tsarism. 
Its title gives no idea of the quality and 
drama of its contents. It is based upon 
the diary of the Commander of H. M. 
transport Rio Negro, written when Sir 
John de Robeck, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Mediterranean Fleet and High 
Commissioner in Constantinople, sought to 
allay the sufferings of hard-presssed 
Russian refugees. 3 

In a brief. foreword, the Poet Laureate 
compares with fitting justice the efforts 
here described with the assistance given by 
the British Fleet at Toulon, in 1793, to 
the French Royalists escaping from the 
vengeance of the revolutionaries. ‘‘ The 
book,” he says, “ is a chronicle of events 
in which our race has always shown to 
advantage ; it is a chronicle of emergencies 
that had to be dealt with on the instant 
by improvised means, with the help of the 
two great virtues of courage and. kind- 
ness.’’ It is, in fact, an epic tale, well 
becoming the attention of a poet, and it is 
not at all surprising that its author, Cap- 
tain Cameron, in more than one place in 
his record, shows an appreciation of poetry 
uncommon in the merchant service. 

In January, 1920, Captain Cameron 
and the Rio Negro, then at Port 
‘Said, received orders to go to the 
Black Sea to save Russian refugees. 
From Sebastopo] they went to Odessa 
for the evacuation, and, although the 
ship had a capacity for no more than 
seven hundred people, actually fourteen 
hundred were taken aboard—literally, out 
of the hands of the on-sweeping Bol- 
shevists. The refugees were '' in every 
stage of destitution and dirt and misery, 
many of them infected and infested, and 
all of them -half-clad. and half-starved.”’ 
For these the captain had to improvise a 
hospital, with one surgeon, no nurses, and 
little or no medical stores. 
| This was but one incident out of many 
in Captain ee experience, . With 
almost superhuman energy he and his crew 
worked for many months, befriending the 
helpless and the homeless. In this simple,

Birds of the World. 
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HG given us, in one volume, an 
interesting account of the world’s 
fishes, Mr. Berridge now presents an enter- 
taining volume on the world’s birds. 
Treating his subject in popular manner, 
he has brought together most of the 
interesting facts concerning the structure 
and habits of the birds of the two 
hemispheres. He has devoted chapters to 
migration, eggs and nests, courtship and 
song, with special reference to talking 
birds. The principal types of beaks are 
described, with chapters on the giant birds 
that cannot fly, and the smaller, flightless 
birds. The different kinds of birds are 
then dealt with in separate sections, with 
a chapter on some common British birds, 
another on domestic birds, and a con 
cluding chapter on extinct birds. 

Mr. Berridge qhotes information obtained 
from some of the earliest, as well as from 
some of the latest, authorities on the 
subject. He has not overlooked the latest 
experiments, which show that increasing 
daylight in the spring and ‘the shortening 
hours of daylight in the autumn are im- 
portant factors directly connected with the 
northward and southward migrations of 
birds in this hemisphere. 


Corrigenda. 


In his description of the petrels the 
auther, sakomoale. is not quite up to date. 
He gives the breeding range of the fulmar 
petrel as the Shetlands and St. Kilda, 
whereas during recent years the general 
extension of the fulmar petrel’s breeding 
range around the coasts of Great Britain 
and Ireland has been an outstanding 
feature of British bird-life. Again, the 
storm petrel is shown as breeding on St. 
Kilda and the Orkneys, without any refer- 
ence to its several breeding stations off the 
west coast of Ireland, not to mention others 
off the west coast of Great Britain. In the 
chapter on birds of prey we are told that 
‘“of the smaller kinds of falcons the 
hobby and the merlin are both included 
among British birds, though the latter 
only nests in the island.” A summer 
visitor, the hobby is known to breed 
regularly, though locally, in many of the 
southern counties of England. 

The book is beautifully illustrated with 
over a hundred photographs reproduced by 
lithography. On the whole, it forms an 
attractive volume, and can be recom- 
mended to those readers who desire a 
general knowledge of the subject. 


PITY FOR PEASANTS. 
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Peasant Europe. By H. Hesse!! Tiltman. Lon- 


FAR-TRAVELLED journalist chooses 
a timely subject in this account of 
“ Green Europe,” but a countryman, after 
taking up the book with lively curiosity, 
will lay it down with some disappoint- 
ment. Mr. Tiltman does not answer the 
questions which spring to a countryman’ s 
lips: What is the average size of a holding 
in this or that country? What proportion 
of the land is tilled? What are the chief 
crops, and how are they handled? What 
use is made of machinery? Is the market- 
ing co-operative? Far less does he give a 
detailed account of farm operations. 

In brief, Mr. Tiltman was not the man 
to report on peasant life. He writes 
vigorously on the political problems of 
the East European races. Forty million 
Ukrainians sigh for nationhood. Croats 
groan under an unfriendly rule. Of this 
he tells us with as much authority as is 
usual in superficial books; but his 
attitude of mind is revealed when he 
deplores the backwardness of races that 
produce ample food to maintain their 
splendid vigour, are clothed in hand-made 
garments of artistic beauty, and live in 
timber dwellings of their own make, but 
handle very little money. Here. he cries, 
is a ‘ potential market’’ for manu- 
factures. Until East Europe is clothed 
in “ reach-me-downs ” and fed on bakers’ 
bread, Mr. Tiltman will be sorry for the 
folk of his most beautiful photographs.

HE language of Mr. James M. Cain’s 
fh novel is strong, the subject matter 
stronger, but strongest of all is his 
very Middle West American style. “The 
Postman Always Rings Twice’’ is the story 
of a hard-bitten crook. He tells it himself, 
and the reader gradually becomes aware that 
it is in the nature of a confession written 
from a condemned’s cell. Yet there is no 
hint of remorse in Frank Chamber's record 
of his love for Cora, of his two attempts to 
murder her husband for his “ double- 
crossing,” of his desertion, his return, or of 
his subsequent treachery. He has always 
acted in cold blood, and in cold blood he 
reviews his deeds and his errors of judg- 
ment; even on the threshold of death he is 
cool, calculating and resourceful. The de-- 
scriptions of American third degree methods 
and of American jurisdiction are startlingly 
vivid,

“ Judgment Withheld,” by Miss Netta 
Syrett, is a conventional type of novel, com- 
posed of well-known and rather . used 
ingredients. The hero is altogether admirable, 
and a reader’s sympathies must be stirred at 
the outset by his unfortunate marriage with 
that beautiful but most deadly of vampires, 
Juliet Faversham, if they are to enjoy the 
story in full measure. Otherwise the process 
by which Miss Svrett destroys the vampire’s 
power before her hero is sucked dry of his 
life’s blood will seem somewhat ruthless and 
cruel. This story is a strange mixture of 
sentimentality, hard-heartedness and romance.

HOMAS MANN won a very high re- 

I putation for himself with “ The Magic 

Mountain,” ‘and his trilogy on the 
storv of Jacob and Joseph has been. eagerly 
awaited, With The Tales of Jacob the 
first part of this trilogy has been released, 
and in it we read the story of Jacob and 
Fsau. of Jacob and Leah, Jacob and Rachel, 
and recall with wonder the exquisite sim- 
plicity of the Bible stories. 

Mr. Mann confines himself as far as pos- 
sible to the Bible words. He fills in the 
story psychologically, but he in no way 
alters. it. What he has done is to deepen 
and enrich itg meaning for us, showing us 
the men and: women concerned as. patriarchs 
of a limitless race, as traders, farmers and 
fighters; as transmitters of a religious idea, 
and as members ofa living family. None of 
the simple beauty of the original story is 
lost, nor does he attempt to ornament it; 
but there is a universality about his re- 
creation of these time-old prototypes of all 
humanity, which shows Mr. Mann’s real 
greatness, and his study of Rachel is as 
lovely as almost anything in literature.

The Women of My Time. | By Janet E. 
Courtney. London: Lovat Dickson. 12/6 net. 


HE writer of this remarkable book is 
the widow of the late W. L. 
Courtney, famed in his time as the editor 
of The Fortnightly Review and a leading 
member of the brilliant staff of the Daily 
Telegraph. As Janet E. Hogarth, she was 
one of the “ flood of women ’’ who came 
“surging forward in every direction, 48 
the age-long barriers that held them back 
fell down, one after another'’; and she 
was one of the first women to go to Oxford 
University in days when women were 
neither so welcome nor so mumerous there 
as they are to-day. She is already known 
as the author of a number of books, of 
which probably the most familiar is the 
memoir of her husband, published four 
years ago. 

Here Mrs. Courtney studies some of the 
leaders, the commissioned officers, as it 
were, in the ‘‘ regiment of women ” which 
has become a feature of these two islands 
in recent years. She is at her best—- 
perhaps because she has greater sympathy 
with them—with the “ surging’’ women 
of the present; but she has also a few 
delightful studies of the pioneering 
women of an earlier day. 
think of the school-mistresses precisely as 
‘ surging.’’ Yet it was to them that the 
feminist movement owes more than has 
yet been credited in the ‘records of the 
movement—to such charming and learned 
women ag Miss Beale, of Cheltenham; 
Miss Dove, of Wycombe Abbey, and Dame 
Elizabeth Wordsworth, of Lady Margaret 
Hall. There is also Mrs. Mark Paitison, 
who, at a later stage as Lady Dilke, had a 
tremendous: influence in British politics, 
and Mrs. Courtney gives a very sym- 
pathetic study of a woman who was in her 
time one of the ‘‘ best-sellers’’ among 
novelists, John Oliver Hobbs, but is now 
only remembered in the cinema. 


Surging into Politics. 


Of “ scholars and travellers’’ there is a 
distinguished muster, led by the late Mrs. 
J. KR. Green, Jane Harrison, Mary 
Kingsley, and Gertrude Bell. Everyone 
in Ireland is familiar with the later life 
of Mrs. Green, who presented the 
beautiful casket to the ain of. the 
Trish ‘Free State, and did so much for 
historical studies in Ireland generally, but 
they will find in this charming study of a 
great woman much that, they did not 
know. Gertrude Bell was one of the 
genuine “ surging ’’ women: she surged 
into Arabia after the War, and in that 
unfavourable atmosphere flourished so 
exceedingly that she not only enriched 
literature and scholarship, but contri- 
buted greatly to the art of government. It 


is in this political phase that the real 


‘“ surging ’’ of women has been so notable 
in recent times. There was never any 
real barrier against women in scholarship, 
and as far back as the eighteenth century 
women figured conspicuously in that 
sphere. Nowadays, they are no longer 
snubbed as “' blue-stockings ”; instead, 
economic history and large tracts of 
general history would seem to have been 
staked out as the natural preserve of 
women scholars. 


A Gallery of Women. 


There are also glowing studies of such 
women of to-day as Lady Rhondda, Vir- 
ginia Woolf, Mary MacArthur and Edith 
Sitwell. Limitations of space forbid 
exhaustive studies of any one woman, but 
the entire gallery is extremely attractive 
in ifs own intimate manner. The art of 
the miniature study in words is one that 
Mrs. Courtney practises with magnificent 
proficiency, and at least one reader would 
demand more as soon as possible. With- 
out venturing beyond the limits of her own 
personal circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, she has written a book which in- 
cludes most of the remarkable women of 
her lifetime, and is in itself an indication 
of the very full life that she must have 
led. From her earliest years she has been 
in close contact with a group of women 
which has had a very considerable influ- 
ence upon the affairs of their time. From 
Dame Elizabeth Wordsworth to Lady 
Rhondda and Virginia Woolf a*period is 
covered in which the outlook for women 
has widened more extensively than the 
early pioneers of equality would have 
dreamed, and that widening outlook is 
most charmingly presented in this series 
of intimate sketches. This is a book that 
will be read as much for the charm of its 
writing as for the information it offers: it 
is the book of a woman who is a delightful 
portrait-painter no less than a woman of 
experience.

E le of Northern Ireland are 
beginning to realise more clearly the 
true significanc: of the financial relations 
between Northern Ireland and - Great 
Britain. What has been described as the 
“one-sided iniquity’’ of the Colwyn 
award is becoming apparent. Virtually 
all Northern Ireland's surplus revenue in 
the past—and the future—goes to the 
British Exchequer under the Colwyn 
award as a contribution from the Northern 
area to imperial services, such as Army, 
Navy and Air Force. During the past 
thirteen years Northern Ireland has paid 
nearly £25,000,000 in imperial contribu- 
tion. which is a considerable sum for a 
small area. In the past few years the 
revenue collected in Northern Ireland, 
imposed largely by the British Chancellor, 
has not been sufficient to meet the cost of 
Northern services. In other words, there 
has been a deficit. Having lost all its 
previous surpluses to the British Treasury 
as imperial contribution, Northern Ireland 
has to set about and make good its deficit. 
When there was a large surplus for 
imperial contribution and everything was 
oing well there was no trouble. Now the 
British Treasury, according to Mr. Pollock, 
is insisting that portion of the cost of 
educational services, which were always 4 
State charge in Ireland, should be trans- 
ferred to the local authorities before the 
British: Government will discuss other im- 
portant financial matters relating to 


THE REAL ISSUE. 


The Belfast Corporation and other local 
bodies in the North appear more concerned 
with the method in which the new educa- 
tion rate of 6d. this year and 1s, next year 
has been imposed upon them than they 
are with the principle of such a levy. The 
chairman of the Belfast Education Com- 
mittee, however, has questioned whether 
Parliament is legally entitled. to impose 
this levy on the Tocalities in view of the 
provisions of existing statutes. 

The revenue of Northern Ireland, less 
that levied by the local Parliament, should 
be lumped with the total revenue of Great 
Britain, and Northern Ireland allocated 
its share on a population basis. This 
would prevent Northern Ireland having to 
meet deficits after it had handed over its 
surpluses. On such a basis there would 
be a surplus of over £6,000,000 over the 
cost of Northern services, and this could be 
regarded as Northern Ireland’s contribu- 
tion to imperial services. 


THE _MAGISTRACY. 


Those who hold the Commission cf 
Justice of the Peace in Northern Ireland 
must rub their eyes in amazement these 
days when they read letters in the .news- 
papers, and learn from them how un- 
popular they have become with certain 
people. Even gentlemen signing them- 
selves “ Barristers’? roundly condemn the 
present age-long system, and are almost 
in ecstasy at the prospect of a number 
of paid Resident Magistrates being 
appointed. One anonymous correspondent 
takes me to task for suggesting that the 
longer the ordinary citizens ponder over 
the Government's proposal to abolish the 
judicial functions of lay magistrates the 
less they like it. Now, I wonder why this 
correspondent should feel impelled, three 
weeks after, to rush into print, unless, of 
course, he is interested, directly or in: 


directly, in the appointment of more 
officials, and then his anxiety is quite 
understandable. To suggest, as he does, 


that the magistrates object to doing their 
duty is hardly fair to the host of magis- 
strates who have rendered years of satis- 
factory voluntary service. If even a few 
object to sit on the bench, is that a 
reason to abolish the existing system? 
There is nothing to prevent them 
resigning. 


A NEW SYSTEM. 


The meeting of the Magistrates’ Associa- 
tion in Belfast this week should have two 
good results. It will show the people 
exactly how one of their bulwarks of 
liberty is going to be pulled down, and how 
they are going to come more definitely 
under the control of officials. It should 
also cause the Government to hesitate. 
There have been several hasty decisions by 
the Government during the past year and 
hurried legislation which the people are 
beginning to realise are gradually under- 
mining their rights. They do not like 
them, and they are beginning to make 
their views heard in no uncertain manner. 
The placing of the whole administration of 
the people’s courts under the domination of 
the Home Office, through paid magistrates 
removable at the will of the Ministry, as 
shown recently, might well be that last 
straw that will break the back of the 
patient camel. His place might be taken 
by a more obstinate mule in the shape of 


an electorate which knows how to kick. | 
The magistracy should be mended, but 


certainly should not be ended, even piece. 
meal. Has the time not arrived when a 
comprehensive inguiry should be held into 
the whole system, to consider how it can 
be improved, and how appointments might 
be restricted? Such an inquiry has bee 
suggested by the Magistrates’ Associa- 


tion. 


NEW SCHOOLS. 


The Beliast Corporation is to be con- 
gratulated upon the provision of a number 
of new schools in various districis of the 
city. These schools are the best of their 
kind, and it is undoubted that there was 
great need for them. The building pro- 
gramme of the Belfast Education Com 
mittee provides for eight or nine more 
schools and junior schools. It is to be 
hoped that. in the midst of the discussion 
on the new edacational rate imposed upon 
the Corporation by the Government, 
nothing will occur to retard the building 
of these additional and necessary schoots. 
There is a mistaken opinion among man) 
who should know better, that the new 
education rate is due to the ' cost of the 
new schools.” This is an erroneons im 
pression. The new rate is merely to 
relieve the Government at the expense eo 
the ratepayers of portion of the cost o! 
teachers’ salaries and training colleges. 
The new schools are costing the Beliasi 
ratepayers 4d. in the £ in the rates for 
the next 50 years, and this will be in- 
creased by 1d. in the £ each year until 
the building programme is completed 
few years hence. Anyone who has seen 
the new schools will agree this cost is not 
excessive. When comparisons are being 
made with educational costs in English 
cities, it should not be forgotten that the 
State pays half the cost of new English 
schools. 


MILK CONTROL. 


The £200,000 promised by the ‘British 
Government towards aiding the milk in- 
dustry in Northern Ireland is a loan and 
not a gift, as it had been regarded in 
various quarters. This assistance from She 
British Government was the tit-bit of Mr. 
Pollock’s Budget statement a month avo, 
and helped to relieve the gloom. If it had 
been made clear that it was merely a loan 
the Unionist back benchers might not leave 
been so cheerful. In fairness to Mr. 
Pollock, it must be said that he did not 
state that it was a grant or a gift. 
Referring to the new milk scheme in Great 
Britain his actual words were: '“ Provision 
will be made for a sum not exceeding 
£200,000 this year for the purpose of assist- 
ing milk producers in Northern Ireland.”’ 
But it was not described as a loan, nor 
was it so described when the Milk Bill was 
introduced in the Northern Parliament. 
The truth slipped out when the bil! 
reached the Senate, when the Minister of 
Agriculture explained that if the minimum 
guaranteed price for milk paid by 
creameries, which in the bill is 5d. per 
gallon in summer and 6d. in winter, is 
exceeded by 1d., then this will go towards 
the repayment of whatever part of thie 
£200,000 is lent to Northern Ireland. So 
now the farmers know exactly where they 
are. The more money they get for their 
milk marketing scheme the more liability 
they create upon their own scheme. Some 
doubt has been cast upon the possibility 
of working the milk scheme at all. It is 
obviously a big experiment, and even the 
Minister of Agriculture has not gone 
further than express a pious hope for iis 
success. He has given the assurance, how- 


ever, that if not a success something else 
will be tried. : 


WATER SUPPLIES. ° 


The prolonged spell of dry weather has 
caused much anxiety to those responsible 
for an adequate water supply. In Belfast 
the Water Commissioners were confident 
that all their difficulties were at an end 
when they secured the huge reservoir in 
the Silent Valley. It was expected that 
this would relieve the pressure upon the 
other reservoirs belonging to the Commis- 
sioners, and that there would be no cur- 
tailing of supplies. Unfortunately, these 
calculations have not proved correct. 
Owing to the exceptionally dry spell, the 
older reservoirs have been seriously de- 
pistes, and no arrangement yet exists for 
inking up the ample Mourne supply to 
these reservoirs, and supplying all the 
districts in the city, as well as those in 
the south and east, with Mourne water. 
The Water Board, however, is hurrying 
forward their plans to increase the 
capacity of the conduit from the Mourne 
scheme arid placing pipes from the south 
to the north side of Belfast across. the 
River Lagan. In the meantime the citizens 
have to put up with the inconvenience of 
having the water ‘‘cut off” each night 
about 8.30 until 6 o'clock the next morn- 
ing, except on Saturday nights. Bangor, 
Portrush and other seaside resorts were 
able, fortunately, to make arrangemeuts 
last year for additional supplies, so that 
the increased populations in these towns 
during the holiday period are assured. of 
an adequate water supply.

of the work of the laboratory for the 
Revenue Conimissioners was eonnected mainly 
with assessment of duty on soap, beer, 
bottles, candles, cider, cocoa preparations, 
fruit, margarine, molasses, spirits, sugyr, etc. 
Messrs. 8. M, de Bheal and M, G. Mitchell, 
registered chemists in the laboratory, were 
examined on the memorandum submitted. 
Referring to the work of the Revenue 
Department, Mr. de Bheal said that in the 
last three years the work of the laboratory 
had increased considerably. Each finance 
act had increased the work by at least fifty 


percent. To cope with that extra work only . 


one temporary chemist had been taken ov, 
and although more weve asked for they were 
not granted, While they were not ovet- 
worked .n so fav as they did not do overtiwe, 
the work was piling up. They were not 
asked by the State chemist to do evertime, 
because they would pot be paid tor ‘+t. 
One great difficulty with which the Depart- 
ment was faced was that unee a hevenuc Act 
was passed every manufacturer would try to 
get round it, That meant that a great many 
samples had to be examined. 


FEW OPENINGS FOR CHEMISTS. 

Asked by the Chairman if there were 
openings in lreland for chemists, the witness 
said that there were very few. He spoke of 
Messrs. Guinness's brewery, and said that 
they would not employ chemists unless they 
had a degree in the bio-chemistry in Cam- 
bridge University, There was. no bio- 
chemistry in the National University. or in 
Trinity College, so that the muis of both 
were cut out so far as Messrs. Guinness 's 
were concerned. The State Laboratory, 
which was formed in Aprij, 1924, had a staff 
of eleven qualified chemists. The work per- 
formed was of a highly technical nature, 
The State chemist’s salary was £700, rising 
by increments of £25 to £900. The salary 
for a married Class 1. chemist was £225, 
rising to £400, and unmarried £200 to £300.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Mr. C, 8. Campbell, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. W. J. Hamill (instructed by Mr. David 
H. Charles), applied for judgment .in favour 
of Austin Clarke, author and poet, of Taney 
Villa, Dundrum, and of Esperanza, Lye lane, 
near St. Alban’s, England, in an action in 
which he sought damages for alleged libel. 
The defendants in the uction, Messrs. Cassell 
and Co., Ltd., of La Belle Sauvage, London, 
F.€.4, had not, it was stated, entered any 
appearance, ilthough they had been served 
with a plenary summons following on an 
order made by the Court to allow service 
outside the jurisdiction. 

Counsel said that Mr. Austin Clarke had 
héen seriously libelled in “The Journals of 
Arnold Bennett,” Vol, IT., a book published 
by the defendant company and circulated by 
their agents in the Irish Free State. The 
libellous reference to Mr. Clarke was con- 
tained in the following paragraph :— 

“18993. Ciro’s Clup, Saturday,—A 
waiter brought me a card. It was Mrs. 
H. P.’s. I went over to her, She said 
she had beautiful musical evenings. I 
said I hated musical evenings, She s:id 
they weren’t-really musical evenings, but 
general affaivs, with dancing, but fine 
music, She knew a lot of people, includ- 
ing Austin Clarke, an Irish poet, who, 
she said, had annoyed all Ireland by his 
truthfulness (I think). She quoted from 
him: ‘Oh, | 
the holy water you dip your fingers in?’ 
—or something like that, she added.’’ 

Mr, Campbell said that Mr. Clarke had 
claimed £5,000 damages in respect of that 
libel and an injunction to restrain the de- 
fendants from continuing to publish and 
broadcast it. He assumed the libel was ad- 
mitted, as the defendants had not seen fit to 
appear or put in any defence. 

Mr, Justice O Byre pointed out that plain- 
tiff in his statement of claim had not stated 
that defendants were continuing the publica- 
tion. 

Mr. Campbell agreed, and said that Mr, 
Clarke tais be eontent with judgment and 
would jot press for the injunction, 

Mr. Justice O’Byine marked judgment in 
favour of plaintiff. 

Mr, Campbell said that he would ask for a 
judge and jury to assess damages. The plain- 
tiff would prefer to have a jury. 

Mr, Justice O'Byrne said that the assess- 
ment of damages would have to remain over 
until next sittings, when a jury would be 
available, It would be put in the list for 
that purpose,

Mr. Maurice ©. Walker (instructed by 
Messrs. 8. and R. C, Walker and Son) ap- 
plied, on behalf of Mrs. Eleanor O’Brien, 
of the Causeway, Ennis, for an order author- 
ising her to apply for a grant of letters of 
administration to the estate of the late 
Farmer Parker, of Tallow, Co. Waterford: 

The object of the motion, said Mr. Walker. 
was to make: title to a fund which was lodeed 
in the Court of Chancery in 1868. Mr. 
Farmer Parker died intestate on June 21. 
1903, leaving a widow, Annie Parker, and no 
children. No administration ever was taken 
out to his estate. Annie Parker died on 
February 11, 1915, having made her will ap- 
pointing Mrs. Eleanor O’Brien her executrix, 
and probate was granted on April 8, 1916. 

Farmer Parker, continued Mr. Walker, had 
a first wife, Mary Parker, and she claimed 
to be entitled to one-third of a sum of £200 
which had been lodged in court by the 
Patriotic Insurance Co. in 1868. She died 
intestate on 16th September, 1869, and letters 
of administration to her estate were granted 
to her husband, who became entitled to her 
share of the fund in court. The second 
wife apparently did not know of the exist- 
ence of this estate. 


ACCRUED INTEREST. | 


The personal representative (when raised ) 
of Mary Parker had been found entitled to 
this money, and if the Court granted ad- 
ministration of the estate of Farmer Parker 
it was hoped that that would lead to a grant 
of administration of the estate of Mary 
Parker. The fund in court now amounted to 
about £1,100, one-third of which would "go 
to whatever person was entitled to it. 

Mr. Walker referred to the affidavit of 
Mrs, Eleanor O’Brien, which mentioned that 
she had been informed by her solicitors that 
they had learned from inquiries made by 
them that Farmer Parker was a son of James 
Parker and Jane Baldwin, and that there 
were twelve children of the marriage. ' The 
only persons who might be entitled to apply 
for a grant to the late Farmer Parker, whose 
addresses she had been able to trace, were 
Kthel Parker, who resides in France; Isabella 
Parker, who resides at Janeville, Tallow, Co. 
Waterford; and Percy Parker, who resides 
at Florida, Isabella’ Parker and Percy 
Parker had replied to her solicitors that they 
were satisfied that a grant of administration 
to the estate of Farmer Parker should be 
granted to her, 

Whoever got this money, said Mr, Walker, 
it would be through the energy of solicitors, 
who had been working at (bis matter for 
years, trying to get the fund out of court, 

Mr, Justice Sullivan said that he would 
give liberty to apply for a grant under the 
78th Section of the Probate Act; but he was 
not deciding on this application who became 
beneficially entitled to the fund,

Ghe Irish in Buenos Aires. 


Those lucky individuals who will be in 
the happy position of accompanying His 
Eminence Cardinal MacRory on the Irish 
piigrimage to the Eucharistic Congress in 

uenos Aires gan be confidefit of receiving 
a warm welcome on reaching the beautiful 
capital of the Argentine Republic; for in 
that city and throughout the entire 
country there is a numerous and active 
Irish colony. In Buenos Aires itself there 
are several Irish organisations—many with 
religious ‘affiliations—including a club for 
working girls, many of whom are employed 
as governesses. There is a ‘“‘craobh” of 
the Gaelic League which claims to be the 
hargest existing anywhere outside Ireland, 
and hurling has attained great popularity 
hot alone among the Irish-Argentines. 
This game was introduced into Argentina 
by the late William Bulfin, a native of 
Offaly (and brother of Mr. Francis Bulfin, 
former Cumann na nGaedheal T.D. for 
Leix-Offaly), and is now controlled by the 
Federacion de Hurling de Argentina. Mr. 
Bulfin was editor of the Irish-Argentina 
weekly, The Southern Cross, and was 
treated a Knight of Saint Gregory in 
recognition ‘of his work for the Catholic 
crúse in South America.

The famous Soko! system of physical. cul-,

His mission is likely te have far-reaching 
results, not alone in the Army, but in the 
general development of physical culture in

He believed that as a result of the in- 
creased registration and the Unemployment 
Assistance Act they would have the best 
social statistics of the kind in the world, 
and that the Labour Exchanges would be 
able to provider men according to the formula 
for even a bog road in some remote district 
of Donegal. 

Preference, he said, would be given to the 
most deserving cases in the electoral area 
in the case of minor relief schemes. He paid 
a high tribute to the work done by the 
people on bad land in places like Co.

BETTER DEMAND 
FOR CATTLE, 

o— — 

Do the early and middle parts oí 


May the weather was broken, with a 

good deal of rain, and in some dis. 
tricts heavy hail showers. Up to the last 
week, says the report on agricultural con- 
ditions in the Free State, issued on'lat June 
hy the Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
the temperature was lower than is usual for 
May, with heavy ground frosts at night, 
which did sume damage to potatoes in peaty 
and low lying lands. During the last weex, 
however, conditions improved and 
weather became warm and genial. On the 
whole, the weather during the month was 
less favourable than usual to growth, and, 
generally speaking, the crops at the end of 
the month, although healthy, were in a more 
backward condition than at the correspond 
ing period of last year. . Farmers were prin. 
cipally occupied in preparing the land for 
and sowing mangel, sugar beet and turnips, 
in the after cultivation of the potato crop 
and in cutting turf. At the close of the 
month all seasonal farm operations were well 
advanced. 


PASTURES AND STOCK. 


Pastures were bare at the beginning of 
May, but improved considerably from the 
middle of the month onwards, and at the 
close were showing a satisfactory covering 
of grass. [ive stock came through the 
winter in fair average condition, and at the 
close of the month were beginning to reflect 
the benefit of the improved grazing. Dairy 
cattle responded to tke better conditions by 
giving increased vields of milk. No seyious 
outbreaks of disease among live stock were 
reported from any quarter. 


CEREAL CROPS. 


Autumn-sown wheat. has made excellent 
progress, and is everywhere looking exceed- 
ingly well. Spring-sown crops improved con 
siderably during the closing days of May, 
und are very promising. The oats and barley 
crops have Fe made satisfactory progress. 
The area under wheat is estimated to be 
about double that of last year. 


CATCH CROPS AND ROOTS. 


The area under catch crops was relatively 
small this year. Where grown, such crops 
provided usefu' and much-needed feeding for 
live stock during the earlier part of May. 
Yields were about average. | 

The sugar beet and mangel crops were 
sown under favourable soil and weather con- 
ditions. Both crops germinated satisfac- 
torily and showed a good even braird at the 
close of the month, giving every evidence of 
vigorous growth. Early sown turnips were 
In many cases damaged by frost and attacks 
of the fly, and in a number of cases re- 
sowings had to be made. Much of the 
turnip crop, however, was still tag be sown 
at the close of the month. 


FLAX AND POTATOES. 


The bulk of last year's crop was scutched 
by the close of the month. There was a 
steady demand for fibre throughout the 
month at prices ranging from 65s. to 70s. 
per cwt. It is reported from the flax-growing 
counties that the area put under: flax this 
vear is from two to three times as great as 
that devoted to this crop last vear. Sowings 
were carried out under generally favourable 
conditions, and at the end of May the 
brairds were vigorous, thick and even. 

The supplies of potatoes still on growers’ 
hands at the end of May were about normal! 
for the season. Demand on the home market 
was steady during the month at prices rang- 
ing around 4s, per cwt. Export demand for 
old season’s crop practically finished. 

This season’s crop made rather slow 
growth owing to the comparative coldness 
of the month, and in some cases suffered a 
set-back as a result of the late frosts. At 
the end of the month it was estimated that 
the first earltes would bé ‘about a week later 
than usual: Some small lots of new potatoes 
were on sale at the close of the month, but 
the quantity was limited. 


CATTLE TRADE, 


Cattle stocks were generally maintained in 
good health. but owing to the cold weather 
and comparatively bare pastures, many out- 
lving animals were in rather poor condition. 

The provincial fairs held during the month 
were supplied with all classes of stock. De- 
mand was, on the whole, rather better, 
although prices did not show any appreciable 
change.

SHEEP AND PIGS. 


Flocks continued in good health and con- 
dition. Lambing was finished early in the 
month, and the crop was up to average. 
Shearing was in progress during May. The 
wool market had not opened up, but lots 
marketed in County Galway realised 7d, to 
8d. per lb. for washed wool. Demand for 
sheep and lambs was active during the month 
at prices ranging according to yg | up to 
52s. 6d. each for fat sheep and to 28s. for 
lambs. 

The number of fat pigs marketed during 
May was about the same as during April. 
The average prices for pigs suitable for the 
hacon curing industry remained fairly steady 
during the month around 57s, per cwt., dead 
weight, or approximately 42s, 9d. on the 
live-weight basis. Bonhams were in plenti- 
ful supply at prices ranging up to 30s, each, 
according to age and quality. Indications 
generally pointed to an increase in breeding 
stocks in many parts of the country. The 
trade in horses during the month showed 
little change, with no special feature of in 
terest to record. 


MORE MILK. 


The supplies of milk to creameries during 
the month showed a substantial increase, and 
were larger than during the corresponding 
period ‘of * last year: Milk delivered “to 
creameries in April realised 4.04d. per gallon, 
with separated milk returned. Milk col 
lected in Counties Kildare, Meath and Wick. 
low during May for retail sale in Dublin re- 
turned ‘54d, to 8d. per gallon to the pro. 
ducers.

WITNESS AND. PRIVATE 
INFORMATION. 


o-—- 
T a public session of the Prices Com- 
A mission, held yesterday at Castle 
a street, Dublin, Mr. P., O'Brien, 


chairman, said that there had recently been 
a revival of interest in the Commission's 
activities. Effective price control, he said, 
depended as much on the co-operation of the 
buyivg public as on any measures that the 
Commission or Controller of Prices might 
find it necessary to take. Every piece of 
propaganda, even when it implied complaints 
against the Commission, was valuable in so 
far as it kept the question of prices in the 
forefront. Me wished to correct some 
erroneous impressions that had gone abroad. 

The first was that the formal annual re- 
port, covering a period of eight months up 
to the end of December last, represented a 
fair resumé of the worx dóne to date. No 
report had, in fact, yet been issued, and no 
evidence was available to the general public 
of the Commission’s real activities—apart 
lrom the evidence which, he suggested, had 
heen given at a number of public sessions. 
Investigations into important industries 
necessarily involved delays, and time had to 


be allowed for the submission of the very 
elaborate, detailed evidence which they re- 
quired. 

Mr, O’Brien went on to say that he had: 
also seen a suggestion, by implication, that 
the Commission was set up solely in the 
interests of “‘the consumer, right or wrong.”’ 
This was not the Commission's interpreta- 
tion of its warrant. They believed that their 
duty was to take i rem aged of the position 
in industry of producer, operative, distri- 
butor and consumer, — 

The Chairman suggested that price 
analogies from other countries should only 
be quoted with reserve, adding that there 
was ample information available to prove 
that the existence .of the Commission had 
the effect of obviating or delaving increases 
in the prices of manufactured goods, not- 
withstanding increased cost. for raw 
materials. 

He regretted, he said, that the public had 
not taken advantage of the ‘powers and 
facilities provided by the Commission. Com- 
plaints of a general nature were being con- 
stantly brought forward, but the com- 
plainants, in nearly all cases, refused to 
comply with the very simple formalities 
which would. have made it possible for the 
Commission to take action in the cases con- 
cerned 3 


BUILDING MATERIALS. 


In respect of the inquiry into the cost of 
building materials and appliances, the chair- 
man said, on behalf of the Commission, that 
no effort would be spared to make the in- 
vestigation both complete and comprehensive. 
Firms concerned in the inquiry would have 
the option of supplying information apart 
from public sessions, and, as far as possible, 


the Commission would avoid the necessity for 
disclosing information, the publication of 
which might be prejudicial to the interests 
of those firms. Up to the present, the Com- 
mission had, in the main, experiénced a spirit 
not only of acquiescence, but of helpful ce 
operation; they hoped that spirit would con 
tinue. 

At a time when alterations in the economic 
system of the State provided protection and 
monopoly for most manufacturing industries, 
price supervision was not only desirable, but 
necessary. The Commission’s attitude to the 
matter would be very soon made clear 
through: reports, now practically completed, 
on the mulling and bread industries. 

Mr. Thomas Buchanan, managing director 
of the Hammond’ Lane Foundry Company, 
L.td., appeared before the Commission to give 
evidence in reference to materials and 
appliances used in building houses. 

The Chairman said to the witness that 
certain information required from Mr. 
Buchanan’s firm on April 11 last had not 
yet been supplied. 

Mr. Buchanan said that the firm had con- 
sulted solicitors for advice 

The Chairman—You doubted our powers to 
obtain sueh information? 

Mr. Buchanan— Yes. 

The Chairman said that this was the first 
time in the Commission's experience that he 
had to publicly express regret that the Com- 
mission had not been met in the spirit which 
they ought to be met. 

Mr. Buchanan—I am very sorry that you 
take up that attitude. I am here to give 
information in this matter. 

The Chairman—Are you prepared to give 
the information we have asked for in our 
letter of April 11th? 

Mr. Buchanan replied that the information 
asked for would only be given to share- 
holders,

holder would get. They wanted to see how 
the company’s accounts reflected profits and 
losse”. If necessary, they would get the 
fullest and most private information. 

Mr, Buchanan, in giving evidence, said 
that «s regards housthold grates and ranges 
they were unable to supply the whole demand 
of the Free State, aithough they had doubled 
their output in the last two years, and were 
making provision to further double output in 
the near future. The tendency of wages ‘iad 
been upwards since 103i. For the last two 
years the firm had heen working to full 
capacity. Prices, which were all wholesale. 
were in no way fixed by any association or 
other firms, There had been no increase in 
the cost of ranges 

The Chairman said that it was impossible 
to go into any of the other questions they 
had hoped to deal with until they had the 
further information which Mr. Buchanan’s 
firm had been requested to supply. He took 
it Mr. Buchenan’s firm would send that 
information to the Cominission ? 

Mr. Buchanan— Yes. i 

The Chairman remarked that it was rather 
unfortunate that this delay in regard to the 
Commisrion’s requirements in this particular 
case coincided with rumcurs which had 
caused them concern. It must be made clear 
that. if anv person was banking on the Com- 
mission not having enough powers and that 
it was not going ahead, that person was 
definitely backing a loser. 

In reply to the Chairman, the witness said 
that employment in‘their firm had practically 
been doubled sjnce the imposition of the 
tariffs. 

Mr. Herbert D. Pearson, répresenting 
Messrs. Smith, Pearson, Ltd., was the next 
witness called. He was asked to hand in 
the balance sheets of the firm, and replied 
that he would like to have the authority of 
the Commission for making the request. 

_ The Chairman read sections of the Hous- 
ing and Financial (Miscellaneous Provisions} 
Act and the Control of Prices Act. 

Mr. Pearson said that the balances of the 
firm did not affect prices, and asked if they 
would be published, á 


PRIVATE AFFAIRS, 


The Chairman—If they have to be made 
public, you have nobody but yourselves to 
thank. This Commission has not authority 
to take formal evidence in private under 
the Housing Act, but such provision is made 
under the Prices Act. The Commission ap- 
preciates that it is undesirable that the 
private affairs of firms should be discussed 
in public, and, instead ef asking you and 
other firms to come before public sessions 
and submit formal evidence, the Commission 
wrote to you asking that that information be 
sent in. Other firms much more affected 
by this inquiry had availed of the method, 
aud have given us the fullest ‘possible infor- 
mation, which was dealt with at informal 
siltings. 

If any firm adopted the attitude, said the 
Chairman, of not giving us the information 
we have a right to get, we will have to in- 
sist on getting it and discussing it in public, 
and we have no alternative under the Act. 

Mr. Pearson—We don’t want to withhold 
any information, but we do not want all our 
private accounts to be broadcast to our 
rivals. I am quite prepared to give you all 
the information, but I am not prepared to 
allow competitors to get possession of our 
balance sheets. 

The Chairman said that he appreciated 
that, and hoped that the witness realised 
that the Commissioners’ correspondence must 
be treated with courtesy. Ignoring corre- 
spondence was not treating the Commission 
with courtesy. 

Mr. Pearson said he was prepared to hand 
in the balance sheets on condition that they 
were not disclosed. 

The Chairman said they would not be dis- 
closed. 

Mr. Pearson handed in a number of docu- 
ments, and, giving evidence, said that the 
amount of goods his firm sold for housing 
was not more than five per cent. of its total 
output. Although their output had in- 
creased, the employment given had not in- 
creased. Before the tariff “war” they had 
a large export business and offices in Lon- 
con, Belfast, Warrington, Carlisle and 
Bangor. These had been closed down, but 
the output of the firm was increasing. The

IRISH EMPLOYERS’ MUTUAL 
INSURANCE ASSOCIATION, 


PENDING LEGISLATION, 


The third annual meeting of the Irish 
Employers’ Mutual Insurance Association, 
Ltd., was held in the Mills Hall, Dublin, on 
Thursday. 

The Chairman (Mr. Ernest Cullen, P.C.), 
in presenting the accounts and auditors’ 
report for the year 1935, pointed out that, 
having allowed for unexpired risks and 
management expenses, he was pleased to say 
that the Association showed a profit, and he 


‘hoped it would one day be a very flourishing 


institution. 

Mr, A. Clarkin, proposing the adoption of 
the accounts, said that they were very satis- 
factory. The proposal was seconded by Mr. 
J. G. Gogan and carried unanimously. | 

Mr. T. J. Malone, managing director, sub- 
mitted. the report of the actuary (Mr. Eric 


Nathan) on his triennial valuation of the 
Association’s business during that period. 
This showed -that the Association, after 


allowing 40 per cent. for unexpired risks and 
bonuses payable to policy-holders during the 


year 1933, amounting to £224 18s, 11d., and 
commission to agents, showed over that 
period a substantial profit. While the 


actuary’s report was satisfactory and the 
Association’s position was sound, neverthe- 
less there were some breakers ahead. The 
new Workmen’s Compeusation Act made the 
employer liable for medical expenses, which 
were not provided for under the 1906 Act, 
and it also increased the death benefits; but 
it decreased the weekly compensation, and, 
like the Road Traffic Act, there were several 
points in this new Act which undoubtedly 
would require careful consideration from 
insurance companies’ point of view, and pro- 
bably would need some decisions in the courts 
before matters were properly clarified. 

Continuing, Mr. Malone said that there was 
no profit to be made in workmen’s compensa- 
tion business in this country, but he was 
pleased to be able tu show that an under- 
writing profit could be made out of this 
business, the same As any other business. 
It had been rumoured that, in view of the 
new Act, there is to be an increase in pre- 
miums for this class of business, the same as 
there has been in the motor business; but 
he was hopeful that there would be no 
necessity for that Association to increase 
their rates, bearing in mind that the rates in 
this country were considerably higher than 
the rates operating outside. the Saorstat, 

Mr. Malone went on to say that he did 
not, intend to make any comment upon the 
ramour which he had heard relating to the 
intended legislation by the Government in 
connection with insurance in this country by 
reason of the fact that it was sud judice, but 
he did say that he would welcome any legis- 
lation which the Government would be so 
advised to bring in. 

The following directors, who retired b 
rotation, were re-elected—namely: Messrs. E. 
O'Keefe and D. J. Nugent, M.P.8.1. 

Messrs. Pearson and Deey, retiring audi- 
tors, were re-elected. 

Mr. M. W. O'Reilly, proposing the

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ASHLEIGH HOUSE 
SCHOOL. 


———F— 


Saturday (June 9th) was Parents’ Day at 
Ashleigh House, one of the foremost schools 
for girls in Ireland, when almost 300 guests 
were assembled from all parts of Ireland— 
and, indeed, of the Empire—to inspect the 
premises and to see something of the work of 
the girls. 

Those who were there could not fail to be 
impressed with the premises; for the school 
is delightfully situated in the midst of 
spacious grounds, which looked very charm. 
ing in the bright sunshine. 

The Misses Shearman received the guests, 
who then assembled in the large gymnasium. 
where an excellent programme, which was 
much appreciated, was presented, and which 
included choral verse-speaking, songs by the 
school choir, an instrumental trio and duet, 
plays and ballads. During an interval Miss 
Shearman, in a short speech, invited the 
audience to inspect all the premises, which, 
she felt, were far more completely equipped 
than was usual in a girls’ school of its size. 
‘Ashleigh owes its good equipment,’’ she 
said, “ to its excellent. Board of Governors, 
who have invariably followed a most progres- 
sive policy It is to that policy we owe our 
science laboratory and domestic science 
department, each room being fitted in a most 
up-to-date manner; the same policy caused 
the building of this gymnasium, which has 
proved such a boon to ‘the school, both 
directly, as regards physical culture, and in- 
directly, as the room formerly used as a 
gymnasium has now been turned into a fine 
lecture room, where our epidiascope and film 
projector have given tremendous help to the 
study of history and geography. The wpe 
side of school life has also been helped by 
our new hard tennis court, and by the acqul- 


sition last autumn of two hockey fields in 


one of the best sites in the neighbourhood. 
The same policy caused the new Kindergarten 
to be built last year, where little children 
pursue their occupations under ideal condi 
tions, surrounded by lawns and gardens 
The construction of this Kindergarten has set 
free two rooms in the main building which 
has given that feeling of spaciousness s0 
essential in a modern school. Education nowa- 
days has many sides, and, though examina- 
tions are important, and, indeed, are essential 
to a girl who wishes to take up a career, 
vet the various societies and clubs that exist 
in a school such as this play a very large 
part in ráige Ca; initiative, reliability and 
co-operation, which are essential virtues if a 
girl is to make the most of. her life. These 
societies cannot flourish unless they are given 
space, and we have been able to set apart a 
large room to be used as a library by our 
girls, or as a meeting place for their com- 
mittees and organisations.”’ 

Miss Shearman, in inviting her guests te 
look at the display of cooking, needlework 
and art work, said she felt that domestic 
subjects were of vital importance in a girl's 
education, and that every girl should take a 
course of cooking and diatetics during her 
school career. That this could be done with- 
out any loss of efficiency in her other sub-

jects was shown by the fact that a short 
time ago an Ashleigh girl had gained the 
Cooking Certificate of the City and Guilds 
of London Institute, for which there 1s a 
centre at the school, and in the same year 


gained three Entrance Scholarships into 
Queen's University. 
After the concert, tea was served simul- 


taneously in the two school diningrooms, and 
then the classrooms and dormitories were 
inspected. The latter are very artistic, each 
having its own colour scheme, and the 
equipment is very perfeet, each dormitory 
having its own set-in basins and bathroom, 
whilst electric light has been installed 
throughout the scnool. 

The afternoon, which closed with an exhibi- 
tion of Swedish drill on one of the lawns, 
was thoroughly enjoyable, and specially 
admirable was the charming manner in which 
the girls themselves acted as hostesses. Wear- 


ing their green school tunics, they were 
entirely unselt-conscious, and showed that 


real courtesy that is such an asset and which 
does eredit to the training they receive at 
Ashleigh.

“The Big, Bad Wolf.’’ 


An ingenious motion has been tabled in 
Dáil Eireann by Deputies Frank Mac- 
Dermot and Sean MacEoin, who are call- 
ing upon the Government either to 
abandon the profession of republicanism, 
or to seek authority from the Free State 
electorate for the immediate* establish- 
ment of a in the 


republic. Business 
Dáil is so much congested at the moment 
that the motion hardly can be debated 
during the present session, but it ought 
to give the Government some valuable food 
for thought during the summer recess. 
It is high time that there should be what 
the Americans term a “ show-down ” on 
the republican issue. As we think, a 
totally artificial atmosphere has been 
created Ly President de Valera. Since he 
came into power he has been assuring his 
followers that the one purpose of his life 
is to declare an independent republic. 
Time and again he has announced that he 
hopes to see the day when such a re- 
public will be declared; yet, 
he never has shown the least 
sign of an intention to declare it. ‘He 
has been challenged often on the subject, 
but always he has contrived to evade the 
real issue, seeking refuge in his repeated 
allegations that Britain would wreak some 
terrible vengeance on our, people if they 
should dare to secede from the British 
Commonwealth. He hints dari:ly at grim 
threats uttered by British stalesmen, but 
he never deigns to tell the people what 
these threats are. ‘“ Remove the 
threats,’’ he says in effect, ‘‘ and I shall 
declare my republic to-morrow.’’ Large 
numbers of people in the twenty-six coun- 
ties to be impressed by this 
sedulously spread canard. They believe 
sincerely that “ the big, bad wolf,’’ in 
the shape of Britain, holds some dire 
punishment in store for them in the event 
of the establishment of a republic, and 
that, while every other Dominion enjoys 
the free right to secede, by virtue, 
inter alia, of the Statute of Westminster, 
the British are so vindictive towards the 
Free State that they from

Tuberculosis. 
Tuberculosis is one of the most 
greatly dreaded scourges of modern 
life. In its effect it is not so 


spectacular as the plagues that swept 
Europe in the Middle Ages, and it 


would be foolish to say that it constitutes 
as serious a threat to human life as ‘they 
did, but it is not unfair to compare it with 
them in at least one respect. The whole- 
sale epidemics of an earlier age, which 
decimated entire countries, found their 
origin in the insanitary conditions that 
prevailed even in great cities like London 
and Paris. We of the twentieth century 
flatter ourselves that we have abolished 
the plague because we have improved the 
conditions under which our people live, 
but we should not be too confident in our 
boasts. Tuberculosis is still with us, and 
tuberculosis, as was pointed out at a 
recent conference in London, is a disease 
that has its root in the slums. During 
the years from 1911 to 1933 the number 
of deaths from this complaint in Great 
Britain has decreased from thirty-nine 
thousand per annum to twenty-seven 
thousand, ‘and much of the credit for this 
decrease must be given to medical science. 
The British Minister of Health, however, 
observes that no real progress can be 
made if the slums are disregarded, Better 


standards of living, higher wages, better 
health measures, and, above all, better 


housing, are quite as important as the 

doctors. ‘‘ Almost always when you trace | 
tuberculosis back,” says Sir Hilton 

Young, ‘‘ you find it associated with some 

form of bad housing.”

the House of Commons before the bill is 
drafted in the hope of securing a measure 
of agreement. The Communists are the 
greatest offenders in this connection, and, 
since their adherence can scarcely be 
sought, there is curiosity about the action 
that they will take. 


Drought. 
At to-day’s meeting of the Metropolitan 
Water Board it was stated that, as 


drought matters of great importance re- 
quiring prompt action would, doubtless, 
arise during the next few weeks, it was 
important that a small special committce 
should be appointed to deal witi 
emergency matters. It was stated at thie 
meeting that the time had come when tho 
Board must restrict water supplies to the 
consumer, and do something more than 
merely appeal to the sense of duty of the 
public. At the rate at which water was 
now being abstracted from the storage 
reservoirs a very serious situation would 
arise if the Board had to face the winter 
with depleted . resources. In spite ot 
appeals, London was consuming very 
nearly three hundred million gallons a 
day, and the Board could scarcely allow 
such a consumption while withdrawins 
about one-third of it from its last line of! 
defence, the storage reservoirs. 


An Atlantic Aerodrome.

AUSTRIA. 


Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini have 
agreed to recognise the independence of 
Austria. Signor Ciano, head of the Press 
Bureau, informed the journalists that no 
agreement had been signed, but that the 
agreement was rather an expression of the 
state of mind with regard to Austria. 
Signor Ciano did not give any further 
details in view of the fact that a 
communiqué would be coming out, but 
stated that Germany has virtually 
abandoned the Anschluss. 

Herr Hitler told Signor Mussolini that 
Germany was disposed to return to the 
League provided that her complete rights 
with regards to armaments were recog- 
nised. Italy would not take any initiative, 
Signor Ciano said, but he added that the 
Italian point of view regarding Germany’s 
parity already had been stated. There 
was no intention of reaching a definite 
agreement on any point. The chief im- 
portance of the meeting had been the feel- 
ing of understanding reached between the 
two statesmen. Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini will remain in personal corre- 
spondence to continue this understand- 


ing. 
FOUR POINTS. 


A Venice telegram received this morning 
says:—An important diplomatic agree- 
ment has been reached to-day between 
Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler. 

The agreement is on the basis of four 
points :— 

1—Agreement of a general character, 
including frequent personal contacts 
and correspondence between the two 
statesmen. 

2—The recognition of the independ- 
ence of Austria, without, however, 
guarantee of this independence by 
either party. Germany will give no 
countenance to terrorist activities. 

5—An expression of Germany’s 
willingness to return to the League of 
Nations, provided her full rights to 
parity on armaments are recognised. 

4—Identity of views on the under- 
standing of stimulating trade in the 
Danubian countries. 


OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUE. 


_ A Rome telegram states that the follow- 
ing communiqué, dated from Venice, was 
issued last night :— 

“The head of the Government and the 
German Chancellor have continued and 
concluded to-day, in a spirit of cordial 
collaboration, the examination of problems 
of general policy and of those more 
directly concerning the two countries.

Ae parties are entitled to credit, for the 
perfect harmony which prevailed in 
the Dail yesterday during the debate on 
that somewhat pathetic item, the vote for 
unemployment relief schemes. - 

It seems difficult to imagine Mr, Hugo 
Flinn, who is the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary responsible for this branch of the 
Government's activities, as the central 
figure in such a placid setting; for he is 
one of the most inveterate trailers of coats 
to be: found on either side of the House. 
On this particular estimate, however, he 
is wont to assume what appears to be 
almost-a new personality, and so marked 
was the reaction of the House yesterday 
to this metamorphosis that he intervened 
at one stage to beg deputies not to be 
deterred by his own conciliatory attitude 
from venting the full blast of their 
criticism upon his Department. 

Mr. Hogan, the Deputy-Speaker of the 
House, who is a Labour deputy for Clare, 
welcomed the invitation; for he had a 
comprehensive complaint to make. He 
wanted relief activities to be broadened 
to embrace the maintenance of what he 
termed a ‘‘minimum standard ” of local 
services in regard to roads, sewerage, and 
water supply, as well as site development 
in ‘‘non-urbanised ’’ towns, in order that 
local authorities might be helped over a 
great difficulty in the way of house- 
building and the improvement of roads 
in tourist areas. © 


TOURIST ROADS. 


Mr. Flinn assented cordially to the sug- 
gestion that tourist roads should be 
ridded of the hiatuses and “' dead-ends ”’ 
which mar so many of them, but was 
reluctant to commit himself to any more 
ambitious proposals. Emphatically as he 
indicated his view that small, uneconomic 
schemes were but a necessary evil, he 
showed a lukewarm response generally to 
any proposal for bolder plans of a vital 
nature. 

There was a case in point when Mr, 
McMenamin gave expression to the plight 
of a Donegal village which has no source 
of obtaining water within a mile's 
distance. Asked by the Parliamentary 
Secretary how water was, in fact, brought 
to the village, the deputy answered: 
“ Well, it is brought in barrels, buckets, 
and that sort of thing.” 

Mr. Flinn, with an air of great satis- 
faction, sipped from the glass of water 
which stood at his elbow, and jotted down 
the point to be dealt with when he made 
his speech in reply. He then took refuge 
in the fact that the scheme would. cost 
£6,000, and his expenditure was, of 
course, limited. 

“If I took grants from other con- 
stituencies for the purpose, it would be 
wrong, he said, “ and if I stopped sixty 
minor relief schemes in Donegal, I should 
be lynched—and I should: deserve it.” 


TEMPORARY. 


Deputies of all three parties rose to 
protest against the statement in the 
Parliameitary Secretary’s introductory 
speech that the employment of men for 
relief works was being left to county 
surveyors, but they were satisfied by the 
explanation that the change was to be only 
a temporary one, caused by present 
administrative difficulties, and that the 
responsibility would ultimately be 
restored to the Labour Exchanges. The 
estimate was accordingly agreed to, as 
were a series of other estimates, after Mr. 
Belton had voiced a grievance due to the 
fact that, although the Dublin Corpora- 
tion is being saddled with an extra rate of 
1s. 6d. for unemployment, the amount 
which they are to receive in lieu of rates 
on Government property is not to be 
increased.

FAMOUS AIRWOMAN’S 
ESCAPE,

Lady Bailey, the Irish airwoman, has 
been involved in a motor accident near 
Maryborough. 

Along with Mr. R, FE. O'Connor, County 
Surveyor, Mallow, she was motoring from 
Dublin to interview members of the newly- 
formed aero club at Fermoy Aerodrome, 
when, at a bend in the Abbeyleix road, a 
collision occurred between Mr. O’Uonnor’s 
car and another to which a trailer was 
attached. The second car was the pro- 
perty of Messrs. McGrath Bros., Dublin, 
and was driven by Arthur King, Cabra, 
who had as passenger Simon Foster. Lady 
Bailey escaped injury, but suffered from 
shock. Mr. O’Connor received a slight 
laceration on the forehead. He drove 
Lady Bailey to the County Hospital, and, 
having rested there for a couple of hours, 
she was able to continue the journey to 
Mallow. 

The occupants of the other car escaped 

injury, but their vehicle was put out of 
action and had to be towed into a local 
garage for repairs. 
Lady Bailey was unable to fulfil her 
engagement and arrived in Mallow about 
midnight, where she stayed as guest of a 
member of the aero club. She left for 
the Rosslare train from 
Mallow yesterday evening, and before 
leaving expressed her regret at having to 
disappoint the members of the club.

At the Madison Square Garden Bowl, Long 
Island, New York, on Thursday, Primo 
Carnera lost his world’s heavy-weight 
championship to Max Baer, a native of 
California. Baer @ut-punched Carnera 
to such an extent that the referee 
stopped the fight in the eleventh round 
after Carnera had been down twice. 

Carnera was also down in the first, second 
and tenth rounds. 


NO SERIOUS DAMAGE. 


From Revter’s Correspon vent. 


NEW YORK, Friday. 

Primo Carnera’s nose is not broken. He 
has not fractured any ribs, as reported, 
during his fight last night with Baer. 

Dr. Walker, of the New York ‘State 
Athletic Commission, who examined him 
after the fight, declared that there was no 
sign of his ncse having been broken, or of 
his ribs being fractured, although both 
were badly bruised. He complained only 
about his ankle, which he twisted during 
one of his knock-downs, Dr. Walker said: 
“ I am sure that he did not suffer any 
seriows damage. He just received a good 
hiding, that’s all, and will probably feel 
pretty sore for some days.” 

This confirms the report of the reporters 
who were in the Italian’s dressingroom 
after the fight. 

Carnera himself is at present locked up, 
together with his entourage, in their suite 
at their hotel. No callers are being 
admitted, and the telephone is not being 
answered. 

The verdict of the ring went against 
Carnera, but the admiration of the crowd 
was with him. . 


ITALIAN’S PLUCK. 


‘In his dressing-room the Italian was 
emphatic in denying that he had asked the 
referee to stop the fight. ‘‘ I didn’t quit,”’ 
he exclaimed. ‘I fought on till I could 
hardly stand. I never gave up. ' 

Most of the newspapers, while giving 
Baer praise for his victory, pay a great 
tribute to the Italian’s pluck. i 

The New York Times wrote: “ Carnera 
crowned himself with glory as a vanquished 
fighter who sticks to his guns until he is 
helpless. He went down to defeat a 
Spartan to the last.’’ 

Gene Tunney, commenting on the result, 
said: ‘‘ Carnera showed amazing stamina, 
and put up a fine show, although I think he 
used very poor judgment in not staying 
down for longer counts when he was on the 
floor. A boxer is entitled to all the rest he 
car get in such circumstances, '' 

Carnera’s manager stated last night that 
the Italian planned to continue his boxing 
career. He added: “ You know Baer has 
proposed a return fight.” Carnera grunted 
-assent. 


WHAT THEY GOT. 


Primo Carnera received £27,102 as his 
share of the gate receipts, and Baer 
received £9,034. Baer would have got even 
less had it not been for a sporting action 
on the part of Jack Dempsey, former heavy- 
weight champion. Baer is under contract 
to Dempsey, and the latter shoulé as his 
share of their agreement, have received 73 
per cent. of Baer’s takings, but Dempsey 
generously waived his claim. 


AMERICAN SHIPPING 
CODE. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S ACTION 
AWAITED.

NEW YORK, Friday. 

It is understood that the shipping code, 
with the controversial stabilisation clause 
intact, has been sent to President Roosevelt 
after approval by General Johnson. The 
attitude of the President towards the code 
has not been disclosed, and the code’s 
opponents and advocates are prepared to 
bombard the White House with arguments 
supporting their respective views. National 
Recovery Administration officials will not 
hazard any prediction regarding the 
anxiously-awaited Presidential action. 

It is learned that the Chairman of the 
Code Committee, while on a recent visit 
to the White House, was given an assur- 
ance that the President would not" dis- 
approve of the code until all factors had 
been considered. 

One of the shipping code’s principal 
obstacles—namely, objections by the De- 
partment of Agriculture to the rate-fixing 
clause being applicable to foreign trade— 
is reported to be almost overcome, after it 
had been pointed out by the Code Com- 
mittee that this did not necessarily mean 
increased rates for cotton, wheat and ether 
products. ! 

The removal of the Department of 
Agriculture’s opposition would leave the 
State Department the principal objector 
on behalf of foreign flag lines, following 
protests by various foreign Governments, 
on the grounds that the proposed regula- 
tion would violate existing treaties. 
President Roosevelt, however, will be the 
final arbiter in the matter, as he has been 
in other questions relating to foreign 
policy. 

[Note.—On May 3lst it was announced 
that the proposed shipping code, which 
had been in the course of preparation for 
eleven months, had been forwarded to 
General Johnson for his approval. It was 
understood that the code contained a plan 
for the stabilisation of rates, a feature 
which had been actively opposed by its 
foreign critics. |

A CONSERVATIVE PLEA. 


Mr. C. H. Walton, Wood Green. moved 
a resolution in favour of State lotteries 
at a Conservative Clubmen’s Conference 
in London yesterday. He suggested that 
there should be three ‘‘ sweeps”’ a year, 
with 60 per cent. going to prizes, 50 per 
cent. in charities, and 10 per cent. for 
expenses. He said that if the Government 
hamstring the Irish sweepstake and do 
not replace it with a British sweepstake 
they will meet with disaster at the next 
election. 

Sir William Davison, M.P., who sup- 
ported the resolution, said that he feared 
that the action of the Government was 
jeopardising Conservative chances at the 
general election by the belief, widely held, 
that the leisure and privileges of the 
people were being unnecessarily interfered 
with. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Lord Bayford presided over the Con- 
ference, which comprised representatives 
of Conservative Clubs in London and the 
Home Counties. Lord Stonehaven, Chair- 
man of the Conservative Party Organisa- 
tion, was present.

POLICE COMB WARSAW

HE Polish Minister of the Interior, M. 
Pieracki, was shot at and fatally 
wounded in the head this afternoon as he 
was leaving his club. His assailant 
escaped. Three shots were fired. He was 
immediately taken to the military 
hospital. 

o official communiqué has been issued 
and the authorities are refusing informa- 
tion. 

The area around the scene of the crime 
has been cordoned off by the police, who 
are conducting an active search for the 
assailant. The only description available 
of him is that he was wearing a light suit. 
The motive for the crime is not known, 
but is presumed to be political, 

M. Pieracki, who holds the rank ot 
colonel, was previously Under-Se:retary of 
State for the Interior in the Pilsudski 
Government of August-Decemher, 1930, 
and Minister without Portfolio in the 
Slawek Cabinet of December, 1930-May, 
1931. He became Minister of the Interior 
in the Prystor Cabinet of May, 1931, and 
retained the post when the Ministry was 
reorganised in March, 1932, and May, 
1933. 

A later message says :—M. Pieracki, who 
was born in 1895, died three hours after 
being taken to hospital during an opera- 
tion to remove one of the bullets from his 
brain. The other two bullets which struck 
him were in his body. 

It appears that there were two men in- 
volved in the murder, which took place 
outside the Government Club. They es- 
caped by scaling a thirty-foot wall into a 
nursery garden, where the police are still 
searching for them. 

M. Pieracki, who was regarded as one 
of the ablest politicians in Poland, and 
next in line for the Premiership, had an 
adventurous career during the War. At 
the beginning he joined the Polish Legion 
commanded by Pilsudski,:and became one 
of the closest and most trusted friends 
of Poland’s national hero.

THE DICTATORS’ 
MEETING.

The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
says:—In the Palace of the Doges and the 
Napoleonic villa, Pisani, on the Lido, and 
in motor launch on the Venetian lagoons, 
the two principal Dictators of Europe 
have learned to know each other’s minds, 
and each will have the great advantage in 
making future decisions on the chief 
European problems of knowing how his 
own point of view was received by the 
other when intimately discussed. It is 
clear from last night’s reports that the 
discussion ranged over all political topics 
of present interest, and that no formal 
agreement was reached upon any of them. 
None was expected. The object of the 
meeting was to make personal acquaint- 
ance and to exchange ideas. That pur- 
pose has certainly been accomplished, but 
it is permissible to say that some of the 
remarks which have been made in the 
German and Italian Press about the 
advantages of open diplomacy and frank 
speaking and decisions unfettered by 
parliamentary control, are very wide of 
the mark. 

Personal acquaintances are very satis- 
factorily made at Geneva, and views are 
as freely exchanged there as on the Lido 
strand. Geneva is the very home of open 
diplomacy, and often, as last week’s meet- 
ing showed, extremely plain speaking may 
be heard. Long official conversations with- 
out witnesses, so valuable in many ways, 
are also practised by the leaders of other 
countries, but they are not the hallmark 
of open diplomacy, which consists rather 
of a frank publication of results and their 
endorsement by public assemblies. How 
much agreement has “really been reached 
between Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler 
is known only to themselves, and they 
will divulge only as much as they wish, 
but it is at least extremely satisfactory 
that Austrian independence is stated to 
be one of the agreed points. 


LOUGH NEAGH’S 
FUTURE.

VAST COAL DEPOSITS. 


Lough Neagh as a centre of world traffic 
was visualised yesterday. by Professor Lloyd 
Dodd, of Belfast College of Technology, 
addressing the annual convention of the Rail- 
way Students’ Association and the London 
University School of Commerce in Belfast 
yesterday. 

Speaking of the economic development of 
Northern Ireland, Professor Dodd said that 
large quantities of coal were known to exist 
to the west of Lough Neagh, and general! 
geological indications were that this was a 
continuation of the great Fife coalfield. 

Nature, in a playful mood, had hidden these 
deposits, but if deductions were correct the 
development of the coal resources in Northern 
bai would bring a variety of industries 
in its wake, including valuable steel and iron 
manufactories. 

The Lough Neagh depression was the last 
taking-off place for commercial aviation 
between Europe and America, and if develop- 
ment took a it would become a traffic 
centre of the world.

HE German Government’s Note on 
Germany’s suspension for six months 

of cash transfers on State loans abroad was 
delivered to the Foreign Office this evening 
by the Ambassador, Herr von Hoesch. 

Sir Robert Vansittart, the Permanent 
Under-Secretary, received the Ambassador. 

The Note sets out reasons for the German 
decision. It takes the line that Germany 
does not repudiate her foreign debts, but 
has no foreign exchange available for pay- 
ments on them. The problem, according to 
the Note, is entirely one of transfer, and 
can only be settled by improvement in 
Germany’s trade ened 

Germany, the Note contends, was com- 
pelfd to raise foreign loans to make 
reparation payments, and her exports have 
since been restricted by foreign tariffs and 
quotas. 3 


BOND HOLDERS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
W. P. Spens (Conservative) asked the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer whether his 
attention had been drawn to the declaration 
of the Reichsbank regarding suspension of 
transfers, and what action His Majesty’s 
Government proposed to take in the 
matter. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain—The answer to 
the first part of the question is in the 
affirmative. I understand that a communi- 
cation from the German Government on the 
subject is being presented to the Govern- 
ment to-day, although I have not yet seen 
it. Meanwhile, His Majesty’s Ambassador 
in Berlin has informed the German Govern- 
ment that His Majesty’s Government 
intend shortly to propose legislation which 
would enable them to set up an Anglo- 
German Clearing Office, but that they will 
be prepared to refrain from exercising these 
powers if a satisfactory agreement ensuring 
fair treatment to British Bond-holders and 
British commerce can be negotiated before 
July 1. The detailed arrangements and 
the particular Bonds to which they will 
refer will be worked out as soon as possible, 
and will depend, of course, on the outcome 
of the negotiations with Germany. 


AT HIS OWN RISK. 


I should add that anyone who purchases 
German Bonds now held by foreigners 
does so at his own risk. It will be ob- 
served that the declaration by the Reichs- 
bank refers to medium and _ long-term 
loans. I have seen no suggestion that 
the German Government intends to in- 
terfere with the standstill agreement, and 
I see no reason why it should be affected. 

Sir Arnold Wilson (Conservative)—Can 
the Chancellor say whether imports and 
exports between Germany and the 
Dominions will be affected ? 

Mr. Chamberlain—No, sir. They will 
not be involved in the proposed legisla- 
tion by this House. 


THE GERMAN REPLY. 


A Reuter Berlin telegram says that Ger- 
many’s official reply to Mr. Chamberlain’s 
‘‘threat ” of an Anglo-German clearing- 
house to deal with the German mora- 
torium was issued unexpectedly to-night 
by what was described in the official 
communiqué as “ authoritative sources.” 

The statement says:—‘‘ The German 
Government is just as willing to discuss 
with the British Government any settle- 
ment of any question resulting fron: the 
transfer moratorium as it is to do so with 
other nations. With the Dutch and Swiss 
Governments such negotiations are already 
under way, but the Government must de- 
cline to carry on these negotiations under 
pressure ot the threat of a forced clearing 
system. 


TRADE BALANCE. 


‘‘Apparently, the British Government, 
in thinking of such a solution, starts out 
from the assumption that Germany still 
shows a considerable active trade balance 
with England. The British Government 
overlooks the fact, however, that Germany 
had a passive trade balance with the 
British Empire as a whole in the first 
quarter of 1934 of 60,000,000 marks. This 
ratio alone shows that by a torced clear- 
ing system the British commercial in- 
terests might suffer more than the German 


ones. ' 
MUTUAL TRADE. 

‘In any case, the German Government 
is determined to reply to any. one-sided 
procedure by the English Government 
against German exports—no matter In 
what form it takes place—with correspond- 
ing measures against English imports 
into Germany. In the interests of mutual 
commercial traffic, which by such measures 
will diminish still more, it would be 
opportune if the idea of such a one-sided 
procedure against German exports, with 
its harmful effects on mutual trade, were 
not pursued any further.”’ 


AMERICAN INVESTORS. 


AMERICA.—A Reuter Washington 
telegram states that Mr. Cordell Hull, the 
Secretary of State, after discussing the 
German moratorium announcement in an 
interview with Dr. Luther, the German 
Ambassador, declined to state whether the 
United States would make any represen- 
tations to the Reich on behalf of American 
investors holding Bonds of the Dawes and 
Young Loans. It is learned that pay- 
ments by the United States to German 
nationals under the War Claims Act of 
1928 will be postponed so long as Ger- 
many remains in arrears on her debt 
settlement to America. 


SWEDEN’S WARNING. 
SWEDEN.—A Reuter Stockholm tele- 
gram states that, on being informed yes- 
terday by the German Minister in Stock- 
holm of the moratorium’ declared by Ger- 
many on her foreign debts, M. Sandler. 
the Swedish Foreign Minister, declare: 
that this measure, decided unilaterally by 
Germany without being based on any 
agreement, constituted a violation of the 
rights ard interests of Sweden. The 
Swedish Government, he added, therefore, 
reserved to itself the right of taking any 
measures which might be necessary to 

safeguard its interests in the situation.

MR. BLYTHE’S AMENDMENT, 


When the Defence Forces (Temporary 
Provisions) Bill comes up on Committee 
stage in the Senate on Wednesday next, 
Senator Blythe will move an amendment, 
limiting the operation of the bill to the 
period ending 31st October next. 

It will be recalled that when this Act, 
now in operation, was going through the 
Senate an amendment moved by Mr.

AMERICA'S DEBT NET 
ALMOST EMPTY. 


From Revter’s .CoRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Friday. 

America’s War debt ledgers were closed 
on this, the latest, instalment day, with 
only Finland’s 166,538 dollars (approxi- 
mately £33,300) paid out of a total of 
477,843,644 dollars (£95,500,000) due from 
thirteen nations. 

The only nation that has remained silent 
concerning to-day’s instalment is ‘ Yugo- 
slavia. This, however, caused little sur- 
prise, in view of the Yugoslav Note of 
June 15th, 1933, explaining its attitude. 
Yugoslavia is the only nation which de- 
clined the Hoover moratorium, and she 
has since consistently maintained that, as 
she was securing no reparations, she would 
pay no war debt, 

Whatever differences of opinion may 
exist regarding the rights and wrongs of 
the situation (says The Times Washington 
Correspondent) it is at least generally 
recognised here that the virtually unani- 
mous action of the debtor countries in 
spending the bi-annual payments falling 
due to the United States to-day marks

not true? Had you any grudge against 
Power? 

O'Brien—No; we were always the best of 
friends. 

Power denied that he interfered with any- 
body on the night in guestion, or threw 
anything. 

Observing that no reliance could be placed 
on O’Brien’s evidence, District Justice 
MacCabe dismissed the case.
